How Science and Reason Harmonize With Faith

short, what is visible to the senses. 
The reality of a thing lies, however, 
not in its accidents, or visible parts, 
but in the substance which is beneath 
the surface. How different in appear- 
ances in all that pertain to the senses 
are steam, water, and ice? Yet they 
all constitute the same substance, the 
same element. 


In the Eucharist the substance of 
Christ’s body has none of the sensible 
qualities or appearances of a human 
body. Consequently it would be in- 
correct to say: “The body of Christ 
is long or round, or has a light color.” 
It is not extended in such a way as 
to occupy space, although it is united 
to the appearances or sensible quali- 
ties of the bread in the Holy Euchar- 
ist. It is true that this involves a 
mystery. It is not against our reason 
but above it. A striking analogy can 
be found, however, in the manner in 
which the human soul, a spiritual sub- 
stance, is present in the body.

This has been done likewise with 
‘aluminum, phosphorus, and other ele- 
ments. The alpha particles travel at

No two of your children are 
alike, excepting in one particular.

The fact that each child has a dif- 
ferent disposition, requiring indi- 
vidual attention, if it is to be 
trained well, should not lead a par- 
ent to exercise partiality to the one 
that is naturally the more pleas- 
ing. This temptation is presented 
in every family where there are a 
number of children. It should be 
conquered, for children are very 
sensitive to slights and preferences 


‘manifested. 


Some children are more amen- 
able to discipline than others, and 
these are the pleasant little ones 
to have about. But though flexibil- 
ity is desirable, it does not always 
follow that the child easily con- 
trolled is going to make the 
strongest man or woman. The self- 
willed child may develop into the 
incorrig / e, if his will is not prop- 
erly trained in his early youth, and 
virtuously sustained in adolescence: 
but that same self-willed child may 
become the man or woman of 
wholesome dominant character in 
maturity. It is all in training the 
will aright; in teaching the child to 
conquer selfishness and stubborn- 
ness, and in inculcating right prin- 
ciples and implanting a love for 
virtue and a devotion to God, fos- 
tered by a Catholic education. 
What is good for the self-willed 
child is also strengthening for the 
easily-swayed little one, but the 
method of application is different.

However, when you apportion 
the educational opportunities, study 
your children carefully. If one child 
has the capacity for a higher edu- 
cation, give it to him or her; if 
another is endowed for plain com- 
mercial activities and has no tal- 
ent for the hberal arts, bestow a 
practical business educetion upon 
that child, If another has excep- 
tional musical abilitv, cultivate 
that; while if still another, desires 
to study domestic science, be proud 
of her choice, and let her pursue 
it. If there is another who inclines 
to social service, prepare her for 
that high work.

The fact that you have 
now. memorized the Creed shows 
good will and your desire to re- 
pair your forgetfulness of religious 
lessons learned. But you might 
mention this in your next Confes- 
sion; that is, the whole question as 
it was put to us, and the remarks 
which followed your question. 

The answer to your second ques- 
tion is: If you forgot a mortal sin 
when making your confession, but 
were sorry for all of your sins and 
desirous of confessing each one, 
that mortal sin was included. How- 
ever, should it occur to you when 
preparing for your next confession; 


must confess it, and state it was 
forgotten in previous confessions. 

The third answer is: All books 
that are injurious to Faith -and 
Morals are prohibited by the 
Church. It is impossible to place 
all the destructive books on an in- 
dex, for the presses are printing 
them daily. But there are some 
outstanding books—even a few 
classics—which are on the index. 
Ask your Confessor, when in 
doubt, and follow his advice. Guard 
vonr soul by refusing to read the 
filthy novels, and other literature 
that is being circulated contrary to 
Faith and Morals. 

Talk to your Pastor about your 
vocation. We hope you have one 
for the priesthood, or at least for 
the brotherhood. A religious voca- 
tion is a most precious grace. If 
vou are favored, appreciate the 
honor, and get busy. Delays are 
dangerous.

Where First Maryland 
Mass Was Celebrated 


Blackistone Island, Md. — An 
open-air High Mass was recently 
celebrated on this island, site of 
the first Mass ever celebrated in 
Maryland. 

The Mass was sung by the Rev. 
John Diehl, S. J., assisted by a 
choir of Xaverian Brothers from 
Leonard Hall School and attended 
by some fifty youthful campers 
from Camp Calvert. 

Since Blackistone Island is now 
a Government reservation, permis- 
sion had to be obtained from the 
Government authorities for the 
ceremonies. A portable altar was 
carried over in a motor launch 
while the campers reached the 
island by canoe. 

It was on Blackistone Island that 
the Calvert colonists first landed 
and Father Andrew White, S. J., 
pioneer Maryland priest, said the 
first Mass celebrated in Maryland 
on March 15, 1684. 

A tercentenary celebration of 
that first Mass will be held next 
year, at which time it is planned 
to erect a large cross on the island, 
which was at one time known as 
St. Christopher’s Island.

Reports of Closing 

Of Churches In Mexico 
‘See Found Groundless 
Mexico City-—So far it has been 
impossible to obtain any accurate 


information regarding the rumored 
closing of most of the churches in 


the Diocese of Queretaro, which 


was reported in one of the Mexico 
City dailies, Catholic centers know 
nothing definite concerning the 
story or its origin and diocesan 
officials have received no notice of 
the closing of the churches which 
would result in the suspension of 
services in that diocese. 


The Secretariat of Gobernacion, 
to date, has issued no statement in 
reply to the appeal of the Most 
Rev. Rafael Guizar y Valencia, 
Bishop of Vera Cruz, for the re- 
sumption of services in the State 
of Vera Cruz. However, a person 
of high veracity has declared, 
without being able to give his 
authority, that Catholic worship 
will be resumed in Vera Cruz in 
October. 


The Municipal President of the 
city of Corboda, State of Vera 
Cruz, has caused the arrest of a 
Jesuit charged with privately cele- 
brating acts of Catholic worship in 
the home of a family, The mem- 
bers of the family were arrested 
also and fined 400 pesos which 
they had to pay to gain their free- 
dom.

REVEREND FATHER SUCEK 
EULOGIZES WORK OF SISTERS 


The Rev. Andrew Sucek, in 1924 
'25-'26, assistant instructor at 
Catholic Central High School, 
Hammond, voices sentiments of 
unrestricted tribute and admiration 
regarding the work of the Ancillae 
Domini Sisters, who have recently 


relinquished their charge of teach- 
ing at the local school. Father Su- 
cek, during less than two years of 
active priestly ministry acquired 


the love and admiration of a great 
circle of friends throughout Lake 


County. Unfortunately his health, 
impaired by the epidemic of Span- 
ish influenza in 1917, did not per- 
mit the young man to continue 
activities in the teaching profes- 
sion. He went West in the hope 
of being able to recuperate. On 
account of the virulence of the ma- 
lignant disease which had laid hold 
of him, pulmonary tuberculosis 
finally cut short all of his activity, 
so that during the greater part of 
the past eight years he has been 
an invalid and bedridden at Den- 
ver, and lately at Pueblo, Colorado. 


When Fr. Sucek learned of the 
plans of the Ancilla Domini Sis- 
ters to abandon their work at the 
local school, he penned a few words 
of beantiful appreciation of the ef- 
forts to the principal of the school. 
The invalid priest voices these 
beautiful thoughts and sentiments: 

“T have read in this weék’s Vis- 
itor of the great change that has 
taken place at Catholic Central. I 
ean hardly believe that the Poor 
Handmaids have relinquished their 
place at the school. And yet, since 
it is true, I can but express my 
most profound regrets. I know 
that you, who labored side by side 
with them, practically from the 
very beginning of the school’s ex- 
istence, share my feelings of re- 
gret. 


“God grant that the sacrifices, 
labors and prayers of those noble 
women, who with a courage that 
would put the average man to 
shame, started the great werk and 
carried on with but meagre enconr- 
agement and in the face of much 
criticiam, may not have been in 
vain, but that it redound to His 
greater glory and to the good of 
the school.” 

While deploring the loss of these 
kind Sisters, who had labored so 
efficiently and unselfishly in behalf 
of the youth of this county, the 
invalid priest extends his best 
wishes to the group of new Sisters, 
who will carry on with the policies 
inaugurated by the outgoing com- 
munity,

THE ANSWERED PRAYER

The evening sun of late July was 
brilliantly shining on St. Mary’s 
Cathedral as the people came 
thronging out after the Benedic- 
tion of the Blessed Sacrament. 
Father Corrigan entered St. Mary’s 
rectory somewhat exhausted from 
the heat of the evening in the 
cathedral and went to his room for 
a quiet rest before the evening 
meal. Before retiring he knelt and 
said a prayer before the little 
crucifix given to him on that bless- 
ed day back in the cherished past 
when he took his vows of poverty, 
chastity and obedience. 


His thoughts went back through 
his long years of study and his 
longer years of priesthood and a 
prayer rose to his lips. “Sacred 
Heart of Jesus (he prayed) help 
me to show my love for thee, to be 
‘@ faithful servant, to serve thee 
and thee alone.”” Now the sun was 
about to set, the air was lush with 
summer, the drowsly rhymthmic 
hum of insects lulled him. The 
western sky was a canopy of pur- 
ple: red and gold paling over his 
bedroom window to a milky blue 
which deepened as the minutes 
sped, Then the sun sank and with 
infinite slowness the sky colors 
melted and faded into twilight. But 
these the good father did not no- 
tice, for his thoughts were cen- 
tered on his growing parish and 
his progress in bringing his souls 
nearer to God. But sad to say, it 
was his last peaceful sleep in this 
world, for he was aroused by a 
knock on his door and the house- 
maid handed him a letter which 
bore the postmark of Great Falls. 


Dear Reverend Father (it read): 
“By return mail please give your 
consent to go as a missionary 
priest to India where the souls 
there can be saved only by the aid 
of strong-hearted, zealous priests. 
The life will be hard and long and 
lonely, but a great reward will 
await you beyond the storms and 
calms. Hoping you will not fail 
me, [ remain, sincerely yours in 
Christ.-—Bishop Carroll.” 


The good father gasped as he 
tinished reading the letter. “To 
Africa,” he said, in a confused 
tone; “that distant tropical land 
which has proven to be the grave 
of many another missionary priest. 
Must he now leave the parish he 
loved so well, the church he had 
built, the waving grain fields and 
woodlands of southeastern Mon- 
tana he had known and loved so 
long? These had been endeared 
and consecrated by years of priest- 
ly labor.” Then his thoughts went 
to his birthplace amid the heathery 
moorlands, far across the sea, 
where he knew he would never be 
again. Does God ask this sacri- 
fice? Was he not doing well 
enough here—for he had worked 
' hard during the years he was»sta- 
tioned at St. Mary’s?

When he was ordained to the Sac- 
red Priesthood his duty thencefor- 
ward was to be the spiritual ad- 
viser of souls, and the natives of 
Africa needed his assistance more 
than the quiet. kindly people af St. 


Y ees parish. Some other priest 


would take his place, and carry on 
and finish the work he had so 
faithfully begun. Still, he felt he 
could not make the sacrifice, so 
taking his pen, he wrote: 


“Dear Reverend Bishop Carroll: 


“It is not possible for me to go 
to Africa, as the spiritual needs of 
St.. Mary’s. ...” Then suddenly 
with an air of disgust he crumpled 
the letter between his fingers, and, 
taking his crucifix, looked upon it, 
and it brought back the memories 
of that day when he knelt before 
the shrine back in dear old Ireland 
and received the power—the great 
power—of forgiving sins. His heart 
was young and generous then,—- 
could it be less generous now? He 


hung upon the cross. That dear 
patient Jesus, Who died for him! 
“All for thee, oh Jesus,” he said. 
“Thou, my gentle Redeemer carried 
Thy cross to Calvary for love of 
me. I, in return, will carry mine 
to Africa for love of Thee. Gent- 
lest Jesus, [ wish to serve Thee 
and Thee alone.” Now courage had 
sprung up anew within the priest, 
and taking his pen, wrote the let- 
ter giving his consent; the letter 
that would separate him from his 
people and parish forever. 


“Dear Reverend Bishop Carroll: 


“T consent to go to Africa when- 
ever Your Excellency requests. 
“Your servant in Christ, 
“Father Corrigan.” 


Tears rose to his eyes and fell 
upon the letter, for he knew he 
was leaving St. Mary’s and its 
gentle, light-hearted, kindly people 
forever. He pictured his undug 
grave and the natives dying of the 
dreadful malaria fever. He pic- 
tared mountam ranges pointing 
heavenward, beneath a burning 
African sky. As he sealed the let- 
ter he murmured: “Sacred Heart 
of Jesus, Iam going to serve Thee 
and Thee alone.” 

Next Sunday the silvery chimes 
of St. Mary’s cathedral bell rang 
out on the calm morning air, as 
Father Corrigan entered to say his 
last Mass for the people he loved 
so well. At the end of the Mass, 
when he turned to give his last 
blessing, a sob rose in his throat, 
for he realized he had said his last 
Mass on the holy soil of America. 
Then he bade a fond farewell, and 
left the altar of the cathedral for 
the last time. 


Three days later he boarded a 
steamer and sailed for the feared, 
far-away, fever-laden land. Now 
many years of weary days and 
sleepless nights passed, and in a 
little palm-thatched cottage lay a 
missionary priest, a victim of the 
dreadful malaria fever. It was 
Father Corrigan. A companion 
missionary knelt beside the wasted 
form, stretched on a bed of palm 
leaves, and said the prayers for 
the dying. “Depart thou, Christian 
soul, ...” when a feeble whisper 
interrupted the prayer from the 
dying priest: “My Jesus, I showed 
my love for Thee, I served Thee in 
this world, and today I am going 
forth to serve Thee in the next, 
and this is the happiest day of my 
life. And since Thou hast granted 
me the vocation to the priesthood, 
grant me also its reward. I fought 
a good fight, my prayer is an- 
swered, I’ve served Thee and Thee 
alone. And you, good father,” he

SATURDAY—ST. STEPHEN, 
KING 


Each 


About the only place our chil- 
dren of today learn about kings is 
in the history or the fairy tales. 
So even though you cannot expect 
to be a king, you certainly can be, 
like St. Stephen, a saint. 

His father and mother were con- 
verts to the Christian faith, and 
they seemed to feel that their new- 
born son should be called Stephen 
after the great martyr of that 
name. This son was born in the 
year 997,—-just think of it, chil- 
dren, that was 936 years ago. We 
still remember him, not because he 
was a king, bat because he was a 
saint. Which would you rather be? 

Of course, he had the best edu- 
eation and when very young be- 
came the Fifth Duke of Hungary. 
He built monasteries and churches 
all over his country, then asked the 


Pope Sylvester to send bishops and} 


priests. Eleven bishops were sent 
to him, and the Pope granted the 
request that Stephen be called 
king. Pope Sylvester called Stephen 
the “true apostle of the people.” 

King Stephen placed his country 
under the protection of the Blessed 
Virgin, and the feast of the As- 
sumption was his particular feast. 
He made laws according to the 
Commandments of God, and saw 
that they were obeyed. It is said 
that he always had Christ on his 
lips, in his heart and in all his 
works. Although a pious king, he 
had many trials. One by one his 
children died, but Stephen Said: 
“Thy Holy Will be done, O God.” 
He died on his favorite feast, the 
Assumption of the Blessed Mother 
into Heaven, in the year 1058. 

Our duty is to follow the Vicar 
of Christ whither he goeth, and 
never to desert Him; to defend 
Him at all costs, as a son would a 
mother, knowing that His cause is 
the cause of God.

Change can be 
effected as it has been effected by 
the bomb, the rifle and the torch, 
but such change means increased 
suffering and greater misery; or it 
can be brought about, without det- 
riment to our heritage of Christian- 
ity and civilization, if those who 
believe in Christ enter with Christ 
on the road of humility and renun- 
ciation. The real authors of vio- 
lent and bloody revolution in our 
times are not the radicals and com- 
munists, but the callous and auto- 
cratic possessors of wealth and 
power who use their position and 
their riches to oppress their fel- 
lows. It is the duty of Catholics 
to be mindful of their obligations, 
as bearers of the great Christian 
tradition, to be courageous in re- 
buking tyranny, luxury and sordid 
egotism, and above all to be ex- 
emplary in their effort to make 
their deeds and lives reflect the 
faith they profess.

The selections we offer here are 
not reports of miracles or cures. 
That side of the question we shall 
deal with later. They are merely 
written expressions of the wide- 
spread devotion that exists among 
the clergy of the world to this 
child of eleven, and that, I think, 
is sufficiently remarkable in itself. 
We do not propose to go into great 
detail, partly through lack of space, 
and partly because quotations taken 
out of their context lose life, and 
therefore, inevitably, effectiveness.
